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MORE PROBLEMS THAN LIQUOR 
Prohib ition is officially dead. 
Decemb er 5 
m arked the end of the long period of theoretical 
dryness. Instead of a flood of liquor, a deluge of 
prob lems is over running the country. 
The repeal was so swift and certain in its 
course once it started, tha t m any states, and the 
federal government itself, are lacking in ade­ 
quate control measures to direct the flow of li­ 
quor. Control plans, codes, im portation regula­ 
tions, inter-state commerce, legal status and 
m any other weighty and im perative prob lems 
await consideration b y state legislatures and fed­ 
eral congress. 
* 
The official ratification of repeal was received 
with m arked indifference in most localities. 
There was some celeb rating in larger centers as 
was to b e expected, b ut the average citizen car­ 
ries on as usual. 
The price is prohib itive in most sections of the 
country, which in itself, is the greatest factor in 
preventing any change in the situation. Those 
who have catered to b ootleggers will continue to 
do so while others will wait patiently for lower 
prices. 
There is a sharp contrast in opinions in near­ 
ly every state of the union over how liquor shall 
b e controlled. Some think tha t the most strin ­ 
gent m easures should b e adopted to encourage 
and enforce tem perance while others argue tha t 
the greatest influence in this direction will b e 
affected b y making liquor commonplace and easy 
to acquire. 
The greatest b enefit to b e derived from repeal 
will b e the lessening, and elim ination of racket­ 
eering, which grew under the era of prohib ition. 
W hether or not this can b e done rem ains to b e 
seen, b ut the change cannot b e b rought ab out 
overnight. Patience should b e shown b y all un ­ 
til the time tha t working plans can b e put into 
force and the b est methods of regulation b e 
adopted. 
Temperance m ust b e taught and emphasized 
instead of an effort to enforce it. A happy m e­ 
dium b etween freedom of rights and enlightened 
tem perance education can b e eventually b rought

ABOUT 19 34 OUTLOOK 


Detailed information regard­ 
ing the .outlook for Indiana ag­ 
riculture in 19 34 was secured by 
Rush county committeemen, the 
county agricultural agent, and 
12 representative farmers of the 
county who attended the Dis­ 
trict Outlook Conference held at 
New Castle Friday under the su- i 
pervision of representatives of 
the Purdue University Agricul­ 
tural Extension Service. Infor­ 
mation secured at the district 
conference will be transmitted to 
the 
farmers 
of 
the 
county 
through a series of local meet­ 
ings soon to be scheduled, re­ 
ports by these delegates will be 
given at township fheetings. 
At the district conference at 
New Castle the comprehensive 
report on “ The Outlook for In­ 
diana Agriculture in 19 34,” which 
was prepared by members of the 
Purdue University department of 
farm management in co-opera­ 
tion with the various divisions 
and departments of the Agri­ 
cultural Extension Service and 
Agricultural Experiment Station, 
was taken up in detail. 
The report covers the general 
economic 
situation, 
treating 
such subjects as price levels, 
monetary changes, and foreign 
and domestic demand for goods. 
In addition, it takes up the 19 34 
outlook for rural credit, farm 
land values, farm family living, 
and various farm commodities 
produced in Indiana. 
The purpose of the "Outlook” 
was explained by L. E. Hoffman, 
of Purdue, district county agent 
leader, while the collecting and 
analy zing of agricultural infor­ 
mation was discussed by Minor 
J ustin of the department of ag­ 
ricultural statistics.
